MILAN rtniiniui.. 

Among the cathedrals of the old 
world, none Is SO light in coloring or 
so elaborate in ornamentation as 
thai al Milan. It is the opposite in 
every respect of the somber cathe- 
drals of England, or the more or- 
nate, inn still heavj c.othic struc- 
tures of France. The material from 
which it is built, while marble, out 

of quarries at the foot of the Alps, 
slightly yellowed by age ami the 
weather, gives it .i distinct character 

among Hie great cathedrals of Hie 

world Its greatest charm, to many, 
is its ooloriog; to Others') in the deli- 
cate tracery of its outline, as seen 
a'.iinst a blue Italian sky ; to otheis 
the rich and airy effect of its vast 
interior 

The Cathedral Is semi to best ad- 
vantage from the far side of the 
wide square which it laces, under 
certain conditions, as at sunset, 
when its pinnacles and spires are 
bathed In golden .light, and at its 
base is an ever-deepening shadow ; 
or in the radiance of the full moon, 
when it seems S fairy building, 
erected by magic from some ma- 
terial as light as air 

The chief pleasure of close in- 
spection of tbe exterioi of Milan 
cathedral is derived from study of 

its wealth of ornamentation in the 

way of carvings. The objects re 
presented vary widely in character, 
from animals, fruits and Bowers, to 
saints and angels. It has moie 
than 'J, OOt) statues on its walls, 
spires ami roofs ; and while few 
have special ailistic merit, their 
number greatly increases the opu 
lence of iis oi nameiitat ion. 

One of the treats of a visit to the 
cathedral is the ascent to its roof. 
This is made by a small staiici 
the walls, to the lowest point of the 
root, and thence by stairs in the fly 
ing buttiesses. The statues stand 
like petrified wraiths in ghostly com 

pany, and the ornamental ion bewil- 
ders the eves. 

By climbing to the upper gallery 

ol the central spire- the Virgin at 
its fop is 368 feel above the square 
—a surpassing view, without a 

parallel, is obtained. Ou a clear, 
sunshiny sprint,' morning, when the 
fields arc green on the far stretch 
itig plains of Lombaido, thet'iuil 
• in, and clouds are 



lagging in fleeey companies out of 
the amber horizon into t he blue of 
the incomparable sky, the vision 
carries across 60 miles of plain to 
the snow clad Alps on the north 
and around to the while peaks, of 
Ihe Ajicnines on thesouth. On the 
green carpel of the plains a;<> seen 
villas, villages, and here and there 
a city, ami around the cathedral, 
fat below, an island in 
green, are the red roofs ami white 
gables of Milan the beautiful, rich 
i.i traditions of art, music and wars. 

Among Hie statues in the while 
company on the roof, one of Napo- 
leon is pointed out. It is in classic 
costume, and shows the vanity of 
the co iqueror, for it, was placed 
there by his order, when he under- 
took the oompletitioo of the cathe- 
dral after his conquest of Iialy. 

Al; hough very old— -it dates in 
its present form from 1387, and 
occupies the site of older churches 
- Milan cathedral is still incom- 
plete in its details, and much of the 
best work on it has been done in 
the pasi century. It covers an 
area of three acres, and is one of 
Ihe largest cathedrals in the world 
Its length is 486 feet, and its width 
Ui feet. 

The interior is so well proportion 
ed that its vastness is not measur- 
able by Hie eye. The vaulting be- 
tween its rows of stately pill 
163 feet above the pavement. lis 
colored windows ad nit a Hood of 
light, which falls on rich carvings 
in wood and stone, beautiful dra- 
peries and splendid altars.

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The trade of Learning a Trad 
Typesetting, the compositor, is es- 
illy a city trade. There are, 
ountry printers, and 
alwaya will be, but as compered 
with their city brethren; they are 
few in number and leaa adequately 
paid. A boy may well begin to 
learn the trade in a country office, 
but when he baa mastered it, he 
will probably seek larger oppor- 
tunities in the city. 

Compositors may be roughly 
divided into two claaaea: those who 
set type for l>ook and job-work, 
and those who set matter for the 
daily papers. The goal of begin- 
Is the newspaper composing 
room, but. the best road to it lies 
through the book and job office. 

In the large cities the influence of 

the International Typographical 

Union is predominant, but in small 

and in towns the lineaare not 

so closely drawn. 

The number of apprentices in 
union shops is determined by the 
number of men employed there, 
one ap pr en tice being allowed for so 
many men. The beginner, if taken 
as an apprentice, will usually receive 
five dollars a week during the first 
year. If he goes in merely as an 
office and general utility boy, in- 
tending to learn the trade • 
tually, he may receive only three 
dollars, and his actual apprentice- 
ship will not be counted as begin 
ing until a vacancy occurs and he 
is appointed to it. 

The working-day in job offices 
varies from eight to ten hours. 
The union day is eight. The boy's 
first duties as an apprentice will be 
doing errands, moving all galleys, 
picking up type, pulling proofs, 
washing type and proof rollers. In 
the intervals between these duties 
be will "learn thw case," that, is, 
familiarize himself with the DO 
in which the different letters are 
kept. 

This knowledge, although it is the 
foundation of his trade, he is usual- 
ly expected to "pick up" as bent 
he can ; for a boy in a printing office 
is too useful a citizen to be allowed 
much time to himself. He is at the 
beck and call of every one.

Tf is appalling when one thinks 
of the amount of damage which lias 
been brought lo the Vegetation of 

the entire country by neglect or 
lessness. Sonic countries have 

so much vitality that they soon 

recovei from any number of 
scourges, be they famines, fire or 
plagues, while others an devastat 
ed forever. 

What is now the great desert, of 
Sahara was once in part a great 
forest. This was in the dayn of 

the Carthaginians, who <-ui down 

the trees to bo used for fuel and 
building purposes. Corn was 

planted in place of the forest trees. 
This was the stale of affairs when 

the Romans came into possession of 

the country, and they in turn eon- 
tinned this work of destruction lill 

the forests almost disappeared and 
the land for miles around was a 
barren waste. Year after year and 
century after century the wdiole of 

North Africa was Inundated by 

floods, which washed Ihe soil from 
the hills and swamped the valleys. 
The plain which Is now the Sahara 
deseit had no trees which could 

absorb the moisture and let it gia- 

dually Bud its way to the sea, so 
the water ran quickly from its bar- 
ren soil and left It a sandy waste, 
soorohed by the sun. 

Enormous tracts of the lines! 

ing land in Tasmania have 

been ruined by Ihe growth of sweet 

brier and grose, and Tasmania has 

lOSt the use of ils finest rivei by Ihe 

spread of watercress planted years 
by an enterprising farmer ami 
allowed to grow unchecked. 
The Argentine Republic suffered 

Ihe loss of hundreds of thousands 
of the most valuable grazing acres 

through the ravages of the European 

thistle. The seeds were imporleil 
in the cheap wheal which hail been 
bought for planting, and the fann- 
ers, not Inking the trouble to silt 
the wheat from the thistle seed be- 
fore planting, sowed a crop which 
has been the niin of their fields. 
The harm was planted beyond 
medy when Ihe wheat was put in 
the ground, for the wheal fields 
were soon covered With a dense 
\lh of thistles and the land had 
to be abandoned. It is now an Im- 
penetrable thicket which harbors 
wild birds and beasts of prej 

The grazing lands of Australia 
were sown with ruin in much Ihe 

• ■ way. Less than 50 years a 
a large number of Indian bred 
ponies were imported from Pata- 
gonia. In the long hair of their 
coals were hidden Ihe seeds of Ihe 
hated lialhursf weed, which soon 
look roof in the Australian soil and 

spread rapidly, utterly ruining the 

pastures.

It in proposed to create a memorial 
to the lute Itov. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.I)., \>y the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann'. Church for 
Deaf-Miiteri. The DftsWD. Church 
in Hiluatoil on 1 18. h Street, jiiHt west 
of AuiHterdam Avenue, and im built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of sunli a buildiug as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religiouH an J social life amongst 
the Mi lent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is unreeled ae a 
■host titting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church m lined wholly for 
the ii>Mif muteH. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-Are feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
tive feet ill 1l44fU.l1. It will be tluee 
HtorioN iii height, with a basement, 
and will be tuted for the social, re- 
ligioiiH and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish lluilding" will 
be about $30,000, ami the building 
Itself, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
